RESOLUTION 

No. 2(10)|83-BPE(WC).—The Central Govern¬ 
ment vide its Resolution of even number dated 
7-4-1986 had appointed a High Power Committee 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Justice P. N. Shinghal 
to go into various aspects relating to pay scales and 
other incidental matters such as'additional DA, IR 1 
and other allowances relating to employees working; 
in public sector undertakings governed by the Cen¬ 
tral Government pay scales and DA. The terms of 
reference of the High Power Committee had been 
spelt out in paragraph 4 of the above noted Resolu¬ 
tion. 
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2. The Supreme Court at their hearing on 5-8-1986 
has kindly agreed to extend the tenure of the High 
Power Committee from four months to one year. 
The Hon’ble Supreme Court has also indicated a speci¬ 
fic time frame within which the Committee is required 
to grant interim relief to public sector employees. 
Accordingly, the Government of India have decided 
that the terms of reference of the High Power Com¬ 
mittee will be amended as follows: 


[Part I —Sec. 1] 

(i) In sub-paragraph III of paragraph 4„ after 
the woTds ‘if called for’ the words “as expedi¬ 
tiously as possible; but in any event not later 
than one month from the date of assump¬ 
tion of the office” may be added. 

(ii) In paragraph 6, the words Tour months’ 
may be substituted by the words ‘one year’.
